daguerreotype again. 
In view of the 
advance in photography, it is now 
possible to make daguerreotypes that 
are permanent, for the originals were 
wont to fade when exposed to light. 
That s why they were always put la 
covered cases. 
‘There is at least one very good 
reason for the daguerreotype being bet­ 
ter, and that is that there is nothing 
but the camera lens between the sub­ 
ject and the picture, and the only loss 
is the reversal of the subject. 
An­ 
other thing is that the highly polished 
silver plate of 
the daguerreotype 
makes possible the greatest amount of 
detail, and the softer shadings, much 
of w hich is lost in photographs today 
by the rough surface of the emulsion 
on the negative, by the opaqueness of 
the glass in printing, and the uneven­ 
ness of the paper.”

Berlin, Jan. 27.—Rumors of the end 
of the Turko-Italian war being in sight 
continue to fly thick and faut, but 
they 
have 
apparently little or no 
foundation on fact, for none of the 
com batants a rr really eager for peace 
except on term s wholly unacceptable 
to the other party. 
Iii Italy there is not the slightest 
sign of a moral depression and very 
few, indeed, are those who dare criti­ 
cize the conduct of the campaign in 
certain details and 
practically 
the 
whole press treats these as enemies 
of their country. 
In spite of the im­ 
mense amount of money and fesse of 
life which the Tripoli campaign has 
already cost, the whole Italian peo­ 
ple, including th 
bitterest 
political 
I enecies of the cabinet, stand behind 
the government. 
Everybody is still 
convinced of the necessity 
of 
this 
war and strangely enough some of the 
socialists are among 
the 
heartiest 
endorsers of the war policy, believing 
that the new colonies will pi eve a 
blessing to the Italian workingmen. 
The form er m inister of foreign af­ 
fairs. Guiccardini; the socialist lead­ 
er, Albertelli, and the 
Senator 
de 
Cesaro are all enthusiastic in their 
praise of the new acquisition, and de­ 
clare that, when all Tripoli is not an 
oasis, this is only due to the miserable 
Turkish adm inistration and tho lazi­ 
ness of the native population. 
Italian 
and especially 
Sicilian 
immigrants, 
they say, will within a 
few’ 
years 
transform the whole country into a 
veritably paradise. 
Experts, however, take a d ’fferent 
view and point out that, even if the 
war were to end now, it would have 
cost Italy four hundred million lires. 
to which must be added at least an 
equal am ount to be spent on improv­ 
ing the harbors of Tripoli. 
W hat the Italians think of tho rent­ 
ability of their new' acquisition does 
not of course concern any bod v else, 
but the continuation of the wp.r con­ 
tains a danger to all Europe that with 
fear and trepidation wonders what 
will happen when the snow melts on 
the hills of Balkan.

the town early In the morning.

The tragic deaths of former Presi­ 
dent J. T. Harahan, 'Of the Illinois 
Contrair and three other high railroad 
officials, at Kinmundy, 111., again il­ 
lustrates the small regard American 
railroads have for human lives, com­ 
pared to other nations. 
The number 
of passengers killed in this country 
in 1908 was 301; in 1909 the number 
was 253, and in 1910 the number rose 
to 421. 
These figures are for pas­ 
sengers alone, and do not include 
trainmen and other employes, among 
whom the fatalities annualy reach in­ 
to the thousands. 
Against this slaughter of American 
railroad passengers the British rail­ 
roads in 1911 killed only 23 passen­ 
gers. a number greatly in excess of 
the average.
